As we all know the most important factor in growing Strawberries is to 
begin by using good strong healthy plants.Our plants are grown uncer iceal 
concitions ina locality where few Strawberries are QTOWN, avoicing aly 
chance whatever of getting the Red Stele disease, which kas Leccme so 
alarming and threatening to the Stiaw berry Incustry,especially in sce arecs 
of other states where they have been grown extensively. 

The Red Stele disease is rather hard to detect early in the season. Should 
the plants that you set have a Slight infecticn, it may 1 ot ke noticable until 
the following year when vou are expecting acrop of fruit and find that your 
plant beds are dying out from this Cisease. 

To avoid any chance from this malacy,use picits frcm scme secticn of the 
country where berries have not been grown eXtensi\ ly and 1.0 trace of the 
dreaded disease has been found. This disease is carried on the plant roots or 
by intected soil. If your land is once infested it will be a number of years 
before you can grow berries on it again.

The result of a cross between the Premier and Aberdeen 
very vigorous in plant growth, making a sufficient number. of plants fora 
good bed but much larger and heavier foliage than either of its original par- 
ent plants. also very resistant to plant Cisezses. Will precuce a Jarge crop of 
fruit, medium to large in size, uniformly smocth and re gular in shape, good 
color, moderately firm and a good flavor, a proven new variety. 


BLAKEMORE, per. Early—A good early variety that las been thor- 
oughly tested. It is a vigorous grower, making plenty of good strong plants. 
Berries larger than the average extra early variety, bright redincolor, good 
flavor and firm flesh, making it a good commercial berry: 


PREMIER. per.(or Howard No. 17) Harly-This is one variety sold under 
either name. Size medium to large, good color and a firm berry. plants very 
vigorous making good beds and more resistant to frost than other varietes, 
you can not go wrong on then. 


SUCCESS. per. Medium Early—An old reliable that we still reccmmend for 
the home garden. It makes good strong plants and plenty of them to forma 
sufficient bed for a good crop Of fruit,the fruit is extra large, excellent flavor 
and has a long picking season, in fact all any one could desire in a home berry 
or a near by market, it is not a good shipper.

FAIRFAX PLANTS 


DORSETT per. 


This new berry has already beccme a favorite with many growers, It ripens 
with Premier,makes a vigorous growth of foliage, not as large a plant as the 
Fairfax but makes them more freely, often requiring thinning and spacing. 

The fruit is large, light red in color, good flavor and firm texture making it 
a good all around variety. 


ABERDEEN per.— Under favorable conciticns outyielcs any other. The 
fruit averages large throughout the season, a bright shiny red in color, uni- 
form in size and shape and has a beautiful green calix that adds much to its 
appearance 


CHESAPEAK. Per Late—The choice of berries with, many growers, but it has 
its fault, unless planted on extra good land and good attention is given it, it does 
not make a sufficient bed to produce a good crop of berries. The fruit is large and 
the best of quality, but must be planted on good rich loomy scil for the best results. 


GANDY. Per, Late—The latest of all summer varieties, plants strong and vigor- 
ous, berries extremely large and extra firm and good color. Not considered the best 
table berry but being extra fancy and a good shipper it is a profitable commercia} 
variety. 


LUPTON. Per. Late—This berry originated in South Jersey and has become very 
popular, it makes extra large plants and a sufficient number to form a good fruiting 
bed. It is a handsome berry of excellent quality and we can recommend it, either for 
scommerciat planting or the home garden. 


BIG JOE. Per Mid-Season—An extra large berry, coloring all over alike, the 


texture is one of the best, giving it excellent shipping qualities, making it a favorite 
with many groweis.

‘Il he buds 
should be removed until the Jast of July 
Jso they will become thoroughly rooted 
_ |before fruiting. They will produce fruit 
until freezing weather,then you will have 
your fruiting Led for another year.

CABBAGE 


Yellow Resistant Strains 


We are offering the best that can be produced in cabbage plants, by using 
seed of the yellow resistant strains. ‘The disease is spreading continuously 
over the country, in fact so severe in some sections that cabbage growing had 
been discontinued, until intensive investagations had revealed the fact that 
this disease could be controlled. Today they are growing the finest kind of 
cabbage crops on the same land, by using this seed from disease resistant 
strains. 


For best results, use our plants which are grown from seed of the yellow 
resistant strains; Jersey Queen, Marion Market, Alhead Select, Wisconson 
Ballhead. Wisconson Alseason, Bugner and Red Hollancer. We also will 
grow Golden Acre, Glory, Flatdutch and Drumhead Savoy. 


Early Cabbage Plants 


This first lot of cabbage plants we have to offer are the drilled plants from 
the cold frames, which are usually ready by the middle of April. We will 
have Jersey Queen Golden Acre and Alhead Select. : 


Field Grown Cabbage Plants 


Cabbage seed is sown in the open field in the month of March. These plants 
will be ready to ship early in May. We make continuous SOwings to have a 
good supply of plants throughout the season, You will notice a much lower 
price on the field grown plarts, as the ccst of prccucing them is much less 
when grown in the open field

Horseradish grows well in any soil. If planted in early spring it will make 
large roots to dig by early fall. Horseradish can be dug any time during the 
Winter that the ground is not frozen, or left until Spring and will keep incre- 
asing in size throughout the winter. : 

It should be planted in a three foot row about two feet apart in the row. 
Set roots with large end up, about two inches below the surface. 

We are growing the Maliner Kern variety which is superior to all others. 
They are very rampant in habit of growth, outyielding all, and a pure white 
when grated. 

We have a limited amount of exceptionally nice roots cut seven to eight 
inches in length. Our No, 2 roots were all sold, before the printing of this 
catalogue.
